(ii) Yugoslav Government made a violent attack 
cn so-called politico-military Yugoslav organisaticns 
alleged to be maintained in Austria and Germany, In 
particular, they were strongly hostile to Yugoslav 
participation in the Civilian Fixed “/Jatchmen’s Corps 
and wish us tc put an end to it. 


In spite of its name and terms of service there are 
reports that this corps still maintains military charac~ 
teristics, that its members often bear arms, when not 
authorised tc do so, vear badges and insignia of military 
rank. and are drilled.

particularly forestry and timber-felling. Even if Yugoslav

to consider whether Yugoslavs at present eimployed in 
hiixed Vatchmen's ee could be dischared in the near 
future and employed in other work.
